INTRODUOTrON. 

In  compiling  the  present  Review,  the  principal  data  made  use  of  are  the  telegraphic  reports  of 
observations  received  at  this  office  for  the  purpose  of  weather  forecasting,  and  reports  by  mail  from 
voluntary  observers  and  stormrsignal  agents.  For  the  data  used  in  tracing  the  paths  of  areas  of 
high  and  low  pressure  in  the  United  States,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Weather  Bureau, 
Washington,  D.C. 

HIGH  AREAS. 

Five  areas  of  high  pressure  were  charted.  One  first  appeared  near  the  Yukon  Territory,  one 
in  the  North  Pacific  States  and  three  in  the  Hudson's  Bay  Region.  Their  general  drift  was  over 
the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Atlantic 'seaboard,  and  they  conformed  to  the  usual  type  of  feeble  summer 
systems. 

LOW  AREAS. 

Six  areas  of  low  pressure  were  sufficiently  defined  to  allow  of  their  tracks  being  charted,  while 
there  were  several  other  minor  areas  of  doubtful  movements  which  could  not  be  charted  with 
accuracy.  Of  the  six  areas  plotted,  one  first  appeared  on  the  northern  British  Columbia  coast,  one 
near  Lake  Superior,  one  in  the  Middle  Pacific  States,  and  three  over  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Arizona. 
The  general  path  of  the  areas  was  over  the  Great  Lakes  and  down  the  St.  Lawrence  Valley.  The 
system  which  appeared  in  Arizona  on  the  2nd  proved  to  be  of  importance,  one  portion  travelled 
northward  into  the  Western  Provinces,  the  other  a  little  to  the  southward  of  the  Great  Lakes  to 
the  New  England  States,  thence  over  the  Maritime  Provinces  to  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  gain- 
ing strength  in  its  advance  and  causing  gales  which  were  severely  felt  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence 
and  in  Newfoundland.  The  area  which  was  indicated  near  Lake  Superior  between  the  1st  and  3rd 
also  developed  much  energy  on  the  4th  giving  a  smart  southwest  and  west  gale  over  the  Great 
Lakes.

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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OP  TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  table  is  intended  to  show  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  precipitation  for 
each  province  for  the  month  under  review.  District  and  Provincial  means  would,  under  ideal  condi- 
tions, be  derived  from  stations  situated  in  equi-areal  squares.  But  since  in  reality  they  are  so  situate 
as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local  topogra- 
phical peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the  foUow- 
Lng  averages. 

Where  no  difference  from  normal  is  assigned,  observatioins  over  a  period  long  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
